Dear  Madam: 

In  reply  to  your  letter,  I  wish  to  inform  you  that  you 
should  write  your  cousins  in  Poland,  to  be  patient,  as  it  will 
not  help  the  case  any  if  they  get  impatient.  They  must  await 
their  turn  which  I  believe  will  come  up  in  about  an  year,  or 
somewhat  longer,  when  they  will  be  called  to  appear  at  the  Con¬ 
sul’s  office  for  an  immigration  visa. 

It  should  be  understood  that  they  are  subject  to  the  last 
class  or  regular  quota,  and  it  takes  about  three  years  before 
they  are  called  to  the  Consul’s  office  for  a  visa,  as  only  one 
year  has  elapsed  since  the  documents  were  made  out  for  them,  that 
is,  May,  1948,  they  must  wait  at  least  tvjioe  as  long,  that  is  two 
year,  or  somewhat  longer  before  they  are  allowed  to  cone  to  this 
country. 

Mo  further  action  or  bribery  in  this  case  will  help,  unless 
Congress  in  Washington  doubles  the  immigration  quota  for  Poland,  as 
such  action  has  been  started. 

I  am  enclosing  a  printed  circular  in  Polish,  which  I  believe 
that  you  can  read,  which  will  clarify  the  immigration  laws  of  this 
country.  Maybe  the  Immigrants  are  very  impatient,  but  there  is 
nothing  that  can  be  done  for  there  are  things  we  would  like  very 
much  but  cannot  get,  and  have  to  be  satisfied  with  what  is  given  us 
and  the  same  applies  to  them,  and  this  must  be  made  clear  to  them, 
and  they  must  be  told  that  if  they  cannot  wait,  the  case  may  be 
completely  forgotten.  I  wish  to  add  that  I  am  doing  everything  pos 
sible  in  this  case.

Dear  Sir: 


Tn  reply  to  your  letter  of  December  13th, 
1940  I  Vkish  to  inform  you  that  both  Cecelia  end 
Zbigniew  Michalski  are  Polish-born  end  belong  to 
the  common  quota  which  for  Poland  is  small,  only 
6b24  people  per  year.  According  to  the  latest 
immigration  laws  concerning  such  quotas,  they  must 
wait  at  least  tv;o  years  or  longer  before  their  turn 
comes  up. 

I  am  sanding  you  a  printed  circular,  in 
Polish,  which  will  tell  you  how  they  stand.  I  doubt 
very  much  if  you  can  do  a  thing  with  money  'at  the 
American  Consulate.  There  are  very  strict  controls 

and  each  cose  is  reviewed  by  many  office  workers - 

and  not  by  one  person. 

If  you  think  that  something  can  be  done 
that  way,  it  will  depend  entirely  on  yourself.
